T10NATE SHAKE. 


The legislation heretofore has been 
largely in the interest cf capital and 
not at all in the interest of labor. 
Capital receives the greatest benefit 
from society and the preservation of 
order, yec it escapes by its power and 
by the system tnat has grown up, the 
but dens it should properly bear. Tb> 
tax which is laid for the support of 
the national government, and which 
meets its obligations in the way of 
debt and interest, is laid upon the 
consumer. The poor laboring men 
are the consumers. The proporti' n 
of capitalists to the poor men is not 
relative. The burden of Ux, there 
fore, rests upon the r.oor man out of 
all proportion to his means of sus- 
taining it. He is not taxed directly, 
and therefore h« does not know how 
he is oppressed, or by whom; yet the 
actual misery of oppression is felt 
nev.rtheless. Wise legislation should 
coriect this evil and remove this 
burden from the shou ders of the po r 
man. By taking the tax off con- 
sumption the ev 1 would be remedied. 


He alao raises the question as to the 


rights of the people in the ' 'unearned 
increment" of the country. He dues 
not consider this in the communistic 
or agrarian sense. He defines the "un 
earned increment" as values accumu- 
lated without any effort of the posses- 
sor, and caused principally bv the 
productive labor of others. He thinks 
that labor has some rights in it, 
and iC in no other, at least in lesson 
ing the burdens of taxation. He be- 
lieves that the democracy should still 
bold to their views of state soverignty 
as & protection against a dangerous 
centralization. He believes, too, in a 
bi-metalic standard. Mr. Hewitt is a 
man of great wealth and of high char- 
acter, and he shows himself as more in 
sympathy with the interests of the 
people than any prominent leader of 
the east The great political contest 
of the future is evidently between 
corporate and combined capital, and 
the people. The monied class and the 
corporations now have control, and 
the contest will be to regain for the 
people their rights, and bnag back 
the government to its primative sim- 
plicity. 


WASHINGTON LETTER. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 27,1880. 


Every one will be gratified if the 


emigration treaty lately signed by 
representatives of the United States 
and of China shall prove to be what 
Secretary Evarts thinks it is. That a 
limited number of Chinamen may be 
useful here—the number always to be 
controled by this government—is not 
to be doubted, but, as has been well 
said, the uniestucted coming of such 
people from a country containing hun- 
dreds of millions of the population is 
likely to be more of an invasion than 
an immigration. Under the announced 
terms of the treaty, if it shall be rat- 
ified, congress will have full control 
of the matter.

As Intimated in a previous 
letter.tBe commonopinlon is that Gen- 
eral Garfield will attempt to do, with 
the aid of republican leaders, just 
what Mr. Hayes foolishly tried to do 
with cut such aid, viz: to restore har- 
mony between the sections.

toast, and one cup of coflee or tea at a 
meal, 'day in and day out'—reference is 
now made to quantity and not to kinds 
or qualities—he can do more work, keep 
up to the maximum hit strength and 
general health, and actually increase con- 
stantly in buoyancy of spirits and free- 
dom of bodily powers.
